Stress w ill l>e laid on the maimer and method 
in which the subject is approached and discussed. Nor will the style be reckoned as less important than 
:-he subject matter. The object of the examination will be not to test the memory of the examinee but his 
i^rasp of the subject, his power of thinking, his oapaoity for soixing on the essentials as opposed to non- 
jssentials in a long, complicated narrative.

proTisioxis cohteined in Act II of 19 1-^ for meetiii)^ the demands of the movement in its 
t>resent magnitude and for effectively controlling the working of the societiee haa 
caused tfhe utmost dimciuty, and the necessity ot amending the present Act and replac- 
ing it by a more comprehensive one has been keenly felt for sometime. 


In JXLHXiy cases the deterioration in the general condition of a society has been due 
to the misdemeanours of one or two influential office-bearers, the liegistrar being 
poweness to inte^en^e effectively. It is obviously unfair that the whole society 
should suffer for the faults of one or two individuals, and it is accordingly desirable 
that there should be some means of stopping such malpractices before it is too late 
and before the society s position is seriously dainugcd. One of the most serious draw- 
backs of the 1912 Act is that there is no penalty attached to acts of maladministration 
or to any failure to comply with the provisions of the Act or rules made by Government 
thereunder except the ultimate and drastic ste]> oi j)utting the society into liquida- 
tion. This omission has resulted in a great laxity in the management and adminis- 
tration of the sc^ieties, and even the most elementary business principles) via., 
honesty, punctuality, maintenance of proper accounts, diligence in payment when due, 
have been disregarded by the office-bearers of the societies with impunity. The 
financial stability of the societies has been jeoparadised owing to the inadequacy of 
the provisions restricting the borrowing by members of societies. Submission of 
false or inaccurate information by borrowing members regarding their assets and 
liabilities and the misuse of the loans taken from the societies have led to overfinan* 
cing and to wilful default in payment. The defects noticed during the audit or 
inspection of the societies have been more or less disregarded, and it is seldom that 
prompt steps have been taken to rectify them. 


Adequate provisions have been made in the present Bill to guard against the above* 
mentioned abuses and to inflict puiiisliment for wilful failure, wilful neglect or refusal 
to carry out the provisions of the Act and rules made thereunder, for wilful submission 
of false returns and disobedience of siiniinons. The existence of the penal seotiozis 
will stimulate business methods in the minds of co-operators and the provisions are 
based upon Parliament’s Industrial and Provident Societies Acts, 1893 to 1928, and 
also upon Acts of other provinces. Sufficient x>rotection has, however, been provided 
against any unwarranted exercise of any of the summary powers by permitting appeid 
or review^ or revision in all such cases. At the same time, various statutory provi- 
sions have been made for encouraging a true co-operative spirit among the workers and 
members of societies, while facilities have been provided for enabling the societies to 
obtain State aid in suitable cases, and also for the speedy realisation of co-operative 
dues in a summary manner, when wilful defaults render such action necessary. 


The Bill has been drafted 8j)ecially to iiicel the requirements of this Province. Its 
important provisions may be briefly summarised as follows : — 


TJie preamble has (been recast so as to widen the scope of the movement for register- 
ing societies having as their object the promotion of the common interest of members 
in accordance with co-operative principles. Although co-operation is almost the only 
avenue of escape from poverty, its benefits arc e(iually open to all who believe in its 
fundamenta] principles and are prepared to work in accordance with these for their 
economic improvement. There is no reason why co-operation should be restricted to 
poor persons only. Thus the expression “persons of limited means” in the preamble to 
ttie existing Act has been omitted. 


Provisions have also been’ made (a) to delegate the powers of the Registrar to well 
managed financing Banks and Federations, (h) to ohiam financial assistance from State 
directlv or indirectly, (c) to improve the finances of the movement by suitable restric- 
lion* on the grant of loans, (d) to facilitate the collection d^e of co.^ienitiy« 
societies by the summary process prescribed by the Bengal I ubhc Bemands 
Act. 1913. (e) to prevent fraudulent disposal ot property hj a borrowing

The provision is mtended to save a Society from liquidation which would be unavoid- 
able unless tnere is a statutory obligation to adopt sufdi by-laws. 

S5t-yln all classes of Co-operative Societies the tendency to continue in 
the Committee is very marked and seems to have created a vested interest. Once a 
Conuuitt^ is elected, the He^strar is powerless to proceed against this body and 
prevent tnem from acting as tliey like even if they show signs of incompetency or are 
found to be glt^lty of wilful neglect and mismanagement of the affairs of the 
Society conce^hd. Instances have occurred where a sitting Committee have deli- 
berately postponed the holding of the General Mt*eting for 2 or 3 years in order 
to get round the existing Government rules. Instances are also numerous in which 
the Committee have wilfully or negligently disobeyed audit orders or executive 
instructions involving even statutory obligations. Su(‘h irregularities though culpal^ 
cannot be mended without the co-operation of the Committee and where such h^ies 
are unreasonably obstinate the only remedy in the hands of the Registrar lies in 
liquidation. For cases where the financial condition . of the Society does not 
warrant such drastic action, this alternative remedy is proposed, namely, reconstitu- 
tion or supersession of the Committee. 

An order under this clause is appealable to Government. 

CUUIttE 37 and 38. — These provisions will enable Government to extend greater 
financial assistance to the Co-operative Societies directly or indirectly. 


Giailiet 39 and M,— The accumulation of overdues has been to a large extent due 
to cardesB and unprincipled financing of the members by the Committee of Manage- 
ment particularly of the agricultural societies. Instances of injudiciotis financing 
beyond the paying capacity of the members or before their previous debts have been 
sufficiently recovered have been so common as to have attracted the notice of the 
Royal Commission on Agriculture as early as in 1928. Issue of loans have therefor© 
been restricted and the members of the Committee under clause 24 made liable for 
illegal loan. 

Clause 41. — This clause is intended as a precaution against abuses such as fraud, 
henaTni transactions, etc., for the detection or investigation of which infonnafion may 
be necessary. AJs the persons interested may refuse to furnish or^ may suppress the 
information required, this liability has been made a statutoiy obligation enforceable 
by a penalty,^ 


^ ClaiHe 44.— This clause is mainlv intended to safeguard the investment made by 
a Land lilortgage Bank with its members. At the same time, the provision wiU help 
a Co-operative Society willing to clear off the entire debts of any members of the Soci^y 
and retain all his properties free from encumbrances as security against his loan or for 
the eafety of the Society as a whole. 


IHiifM 46. This clause is also intended mainly to safeguard the invest- 

ments made by a Land Mortgage Bank against the mortgage of immovable property 
of its members. In the ordinary credit Society also the provision will be useful m 
case# where the Society bad taken mortgage of the land of its members as collateral 
security for the loans advanced to them.

The Bengal Tenancy Ordinance, 1938 was promulgated under section 88(1) of the 
Government of India Act, 1935 with a view to give reliaf to the persons who have executed • 
documents and are awaiting the passing of the Bengal Tenancy (Amendment) Bill, 1938 so 
as to avoid the payment of landlord’s transfer fees. As the provisions of the Ordinance will 
automatically expire about the 9th September next, i.e., 6 weeiks after the re-assembling of the 
legislature and as it is difBcult to forecast the date by which the Ben^ Tenancy (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1938 will have become law, this BiU aims at continuing the same provisions that 
have been temporarily enacted by the Ordinance.

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered by our recom- 
mendation as to require republication.

— We consider it desirable to allow, at the discretion of 
the Magistrate, a com})ensation to the woman lonccrned, out of the fine 
realised by the prosecution. 

Clause 11 and new clause 11 A. We think it advisable to provide for 
an appeal against the decision of the Inspector of h'actories to the Labour 
Commissioner whose decision would be final. 

Clause 12. — The change is purely verbal to make the intention unambi- 
guous. 

Clause 13. — This amendment is consequential upon the changes made 
in clause 11, and the addition of new clause llA. 

We recommend that the Bill as reported on by us be passed.

Minute of cHiSMt liy Milt M<ri Ditto CuirtOg MXtA. 

I desire to record a minute of dissent from the Report of the Select Committee as 
follows : — 


1. Assuming thet it is intended to benefit expectant mothers under the Bill on 

f rounds of humanity and further on grounds of maintaining their efficiency at work, 
would have liked the period of benefit extended to a total of 12 weeks instead of 8 
weeks as provided in the Bill, that is to say, 6 weeks before delivery and 6 weeks after 
delivery. In any event, an extension of 2 weeks making altogether 6 weeks after 
delivery is not only desirable but es^ntial on grounds of health of the mother. It is 
well known that' there are countries in Europe where the working mother is entitled to 
maternity benefit for a period of two months before and two months after delivery. 

2. The proviso to clause 4(1) of the Bill leaves a Ioop<^^hole which may conveniently 
be taken advantage of bv employers. The qualifying period in the proviso is fixed at 
nine months. Tne employer may give notice of disniissal to an expectant mother at 
say the seventh month of pregnancy and<. thu8 disentitle her altogether to the benefit 
and yet the employer is within the law notwithstanding the provisions of clause 7(2) (a). 
I think that if the purposes of the Bill are to be properly served, a provision should be 
made in the Bill so that the mother who has been employed at the inception of the 
pregnancy shall be entitled to the benefi^t in any event (unless she fhas been unemployed 
during the i^jor portion of the period of pregnancy) i For this purpofq it should be 
further provided in the Bill that either one or other of her employers severally and 

J ointly and in proportion to the period of employment under them shall pay the bene- 
it to the mother. 

3. With regard to tftie minimum rate of benefit this should have been fixed at a 
higher figure (say Re. 1) in view of the fact that the amount distributed by way of 
benefit is intended both for the mother and the child. Furthei^, for a period before 
and after delivery of the child, the mother ought to have iinore than the average 
nourishment.

Report of the Select Cemmitteo on the Bengal Local Self-Government 

' (Amendment) Bill, 1938. 

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Le^lative 
Assembly to which Bengal Local Self-Grovernment (Amendment) Bill, 1938, 
was referred by a motion carried in the Bengal L^felatiye 
Assembly on the Ist April. 1938, have the honour to submit this odi' report 
with the Bill embodying amendments recommended by us annexed. All 
matter recommended to be omitted by the Select Committee has been Taint- 
ed in italics and endosed in square brackets and all new matter recommend- 
ed to be inserted has been underlined. 

2. The Bill was published in English in an extraordwary issue of 
the ('alimtta Gazette oi the 14th March, 1938. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has lieen so altered by our recom- 
mendation as to require republication. 

4. The Committee met for the first time on the 9th Mey, 1938, in 
Darjeeling and concluded their sittings there on the 12th May, 1938. 

5. The changes made in the Bill are as follows : • 

Clause 2. — Clause 2 {a) has been re-drafted to make it clear that 
persons newly elected or appointed as members of the Ix)cal Board will 
elect members of the District Board before the commencement of their 
term of office. 

Clause 4. — We have made it clear that the date for election to be fixe d 
by the District Magistrate must be a date within the date fixed by the 
Provincial Government for the expiration of the term of office of the out- 
going members. 

We consider it desirable to retain the second election in areas where 
Local Boards are abolished. 

Clause 9. — The changes made are consequential. 

Clause 10. — This clause has been re-drafted to make the intention 
clear. 

The time of commencement of the office of a member of a District 
Board or Local Board has been indicated. 

The provisions of clause 18 (proposed section 29E) have been incor- 
porated here. 

An explanation has been added to remove all ambiguities.^ 

Clause 11. — We consider it desirable to limit the period for which the 
Provincial Government may appoint a person or persons to perform all 
the powers and duties of the District Board or Local Board. 

We have also made it clear that the electoral roll prepared for the 
gener^ election should be valid for completing or holding the election (if 
any) for the reconstitution of the District Board or Local Board. 

Clause 13. — We consider it desirable that a stipendiary civil judicial 
officer should preside over the election and that he should not have any 
vote. 

Clause 14. — We have re-drafted this clause in consequence upon the 
changes made in clause 13. 

Clause 18. — We have deleted this clause as being unnecessary. 

Clluse 17. — We have added proposed sub-section ftB to remove 
doubt as to the competence of a person elected or appointed to be a 
of a District Board or Txrcal Board to take part* in the election of tne 
Ghairman and Vice-Chairman of the Board, or in the election 
of the District Board under section 7, before taking ^dea t

We are decidedly of opinion that the pi’esent Bill nbould have provided for the 
abolition of the system of appointment of menibei*s of the District and I^ocal Boards. 
Proposals have been made for aniendnieiit in certain respiH*,ts of the sections of the 
A(it dealin^»‘ with the constitution of the District and Local Boards, viz., sections 7, 9, 
and 10. These proposals should have proceeded further, and should have provided 
also for the abolition of the system of appointment. The system of ai)pointment is 
an anachronism for which there is no justification now. In the Legislative Assembkes, 
the system of appointment has been abolished, and in many local self-governinj( 
bodies, the propoiiion of appointment has been reduced, and it is high time that 
the system should come to an end in the District and Local Boards. 

We would ask the Government to take immediate and appropriate measures for 
the abolition of the system of appointment under the Ben^iral lx>(*al Self-Government 
Act. 


Minute of dissent by Mr. Manmathanath Ray, M.L.A. 

I am opposed to the proposed amendment of section 10 of the Tiocal Self-Govern- 
ment Act. This amendment proposes to fi^ive the Provincial Government the power 
to appoint members of the District and I^ocal Boards on failure of the first election. 
Tlie present Act provides for a second election in all cases of failure of the first elec- 
tion ; and in takinf;^ away this ri^^ht of second election, the proposed amendment is 
certainly a retrograde step. The Select Committee ha.s restored the right of second 
election in only certain cases. 1 am definitely of opinion that the right of second 
election given in all cases by the present Act should not be disturbed in any way or 
in any case. There need not he any apprehension of delay in reconstitution of the 
District or Local Board. The rules made under the A>ct may provide for a speedy 
second election. 


Minute of dissent of Mr. Puspajit Barms, M.L.A. 

While T stick to the joint minute of dissent signed by some members, T hold 
further that there should he reservation of seats in liistriet Boards for the minority 
communities on the basis of their population. 


Minute of dissent by Khan Bahadur Mohammed Ali, M.L.A. 

I append my signature to the recommendations of the Select Committee subject 
to the following minute of dissent. , 

The principle embodied in clause 11 is a flagrant breach of all doctrines ot 
democracy. It empowiirs the Local Government to appoint a person or persons to 
run the administration of District Boards for a period of one year in cases where the 
boards cannot be reconstituted in time. I cannot see any sense in ousting a represen- 
tative and elective outgoing board and replacing the same with a purely nominated 
body which is bound to he hureaucratic in character. Besides, this will give a handle 
to Government to nominate a Chairman for the interim period who with the full 
resources of the hoard in hi.s control will be able to influence the formation of tlie 
next hoard. In short, this <duuse may lead to gross abuse of jaiwers which will ulti- 
mately vest in District OfiSt'crs. 

Sub-clause ( 2 ) of clause and sub-clause ( 3 ) of clause 14 pixvvides for the appoint- 
ment of stipendiary^ civil judicial officers to preside over the meetings for election of 
Chairmen and Vice-Chairiueu. This is against all cardinal principles of self-fifcveni- 
ment bii(1 is an outrage against the self-respect of members of District Boards. The 
present rule is functioning satisfactorily and there is no ju8tifi<!ation whatsoever for 
bringing in outsiders to preside over such meetings. 

Clause 20 aims ai the almlition of all Ix)cal Boards without giving an option to 
District Boards to retain them. 1 am opposed to the idea incorporAted in this clause 
for I feel that conditions not being the same eveiywhere there may be areas where 
Local Boards are fuiK’tioning satisfactorily and where their attention may be deemed 
desirable and necessary. No mandatory provision should therefore be made for their 
abolition.

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Report of the Select Committee on the bengal Municipal (Amendment) 

Bill, 1938. 


We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal I^egislative 
Assembly to which the Bengal Municipal (Amendment) Bill, 1938^ was 
referred by a motion carried, in the Bengal Legislative Assembly on the 
1st April, 1038, have the honour to submit this our report with the Bill 
embodying amendments recommended by us, annexed. All matter 
recommended to be omitted by the Select Committee has been printe'd in 
italics and enclosed in square brackets and all new matter recommended to 
be inserted has lieen underlined. 

2. The Bill was published in English in an extraordinary issue of* 
the Calcutta Gazette of the 14th March, 1938. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered by our 
recommendation as to require republication. 

4. The Committee met for the first time on the 3rd May, 1938, in 
Darjeeling and concluded their sitting there on the 4th May, 1938. 

5. The changes made in the Bill are as follows : — 

Clause 2 — Sub-clause (i). — Sub-section {2) of section 24 which 
contained a reference to section 59 required consequential amendment owing 
to the repeal of section ,59. But as sub-sections (/) and {^) of section 24 are 
now no longer necessary as being spent these sub-sections have been omitted. 

Sub-clause (ii). — This is merely a drafting diange. 

Clause 3 — New sub-clause (ia). — This is consequential on the changes 
made in clause 5. 

Sub-clause (iv). — Clause 5 has been deleted and its main provision has 
been brought under this suBclause to make the intention clear. 

We consider it desirable that a stipendiary civil judicial officer should 
preside over the election, and that he should not have any vote. 

New clause 3A. — This is also drafting change consequential on the 
deletion of clause 5(2). 

Clause 4(i). — (a) The time of commencement of the office has been indi- 
cated,

We sign this report of the Select Committee on the Bengal Municipal (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1938, subject to the following note of dissent : — 

The Bill proposes to give the District Magistrate the power to convene the first 
meeting of the newly elected and appointed Commissioners. Hitherto this i^wer has 
been exercised by the outgoing^ Chairman in cases of existing Municipalities and bv 
the District Magistrate in cases of newly created Municipalities; but it is laid down in 
the existing Act that if the Chairman or the Magistrate as the case may be fail to 
issue notices of the meeting within ten days of the publication in the Cr^ette of the 
names of the elected and appointed Commissioners, the meeting may be convWed on 
requisition of any three of the Coinmissioners. This provision of a meeting by requi- 
sition is now proposed to be omitted. We consider that this provision is very 
necessary as well as salutary. If the Magistrate makes any omission, those affected 
ought to have a remedy. The right of convening of the meeting pn requisition of 
three Commissioners, in the event of the Magistrate failing to give notice within ten 
days, should in our view, be retained. 

As to the provision of an outsider presiding at the meeting provided for in 
clause S(iv), we are of opinion that this militates against the principtes of democracy 
and self-determination and seeks to deprive the majority party of its right to elect its 
own Chairman at the meeting, although the original Bill has to a certain extent been 
improved by the provision of a stipendiary judicial oflficer to preside at the meeting 
referred to above. 

We are in total disagreement with the provision contained in clause 4(iv) of the 
Bill and cannot and do not support the principle of empowering the Government to 
appoint a person or persons to exercise and perform all the powers and duties exercised 
by the Chairman and the Commissioners, if the reconstitution of the Commissioners 
of a Municipality cannot be completed by the date fixed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment. This, we think cuts at the very root of the principle of self-government. 

We, therefore, propose the substitution of clause 4(ii;) by the following: — 

After sub-section (5), the following sub-section shall be added, namely: — 

(6) If the reconstitution of the Commissioners of a Municipality cannot be 
completed by the date fixed by the Provincial Government under clause 
(a) of sub-section (J) all the powers and duties under the pro^tisions of 
this Act or any rule or by-law made thereunder, shall be exercised and 
performed by the outgoing body of Commissioners (including the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman) until the next newly formed body of 
Commissioners come into office, and for this purpose a fresh election may 
be held even though the date fixed by the Provincial Government under 
.dause (a) of sub-section (1) of section 56 has expired.

In short sucjh sort of Bill is not wante»d at all at this time, so if a Bill is at all 
aecessary it must be brought after necessary jirogressive aniendnientB.

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered by our reoom- 
mendation as to require republication. ^ 


4. The Committee met for the first time on the 30th May, 1938, 
Darjeeling and concluded their sittings there on the 1st June, 1938. 

5. The changes made in the Bill are as follows : — 


in 


Clause 4. We consider it more suitable as working medium to have 
an odd number of members. We have therefore, increased the number of 
representatives of the dental practitioners from six to seven. The other 
changes are only consequential. 


Clause 5. Two new disqualifying clauses have been inserted in sub- 
clause (.?)• We think it desirable that all members of the Board should be 
registered practitioners. Registration has, therefore, been made a sine 
qua non for such membership. 


In sub-clause (2) {d) we have reduced the period to six months to make 
it uniform with the provisions of the Bengal Medical Act, 1914, and the 
Bengal Nurses Act, 1934. 

In sub-clause {S) we have added these words to remove any doubt as to 
the time from which the seat would be vacated. 


Changes made in sub-clause (5) are verbal. 

Clause 7. — ^As meetings of the Boai d and those of committees under the 
Board .stand on the same footing we consider it desirable to allow travelling 
allowance for attendance at the meetings of the Board as well as of com- 
mittees of the Board. 


Clause 8. — The alterations in the clause are in drafting only. 

Clause 9. — We have deleted the original sub-clause (2) to avoid only 
difficulty in the event of the Bengal Medical Council refusing to lend the 
•services of its Registrar. We consider it advi.sable to leave uie matter to 
the discretion of the Board and we have accordingly made the necessary 
changes in the new sub-clause (1) (a). 

Original sub-clause (4) has been curtailed in view of the amendments 
made in clause 10. 

Clause 10. — We consider it desirable to give additional powers to the 
Board for making regulations regarding the normal conditions of service, 
etc., of its employees. 

Clause 12. — The amendments in clause 12 are of a drafting nature. 

Clause 13. — In our opinion a dental practitioner’s name should not be 
entered in the register if he is convicted of an offence involving moral turpi- 
tude. The reference to a cognizable offence in this clause is not very 
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happy, as there are offenc^ involving moral turpitude which are not cogni- 
zaolf . On the other hand a cognizable offence may not involve such moral 
turpitude as should disqualify a dental practitioner otherwise eligible for 
registration. 

‘‘Medical Council” a printing error and has been corrected. 

Clause 16. — We have expunged the provision regarding compulsory 
registration of all the qualifications as this, in our opinion, would not serve 
any useful purpose and might even lead to occasional hardship. 

Clause 16, sub-clause (1). — The grounds for removal f’^om the Register 
should be the same as those mentioned in clause 13. This sub-clause has 
l)een amended to secure that object. 

Sub-clause (2). — The Board should have the power to start an enquiry 
on its own initiative. The other amendments are intended to make the 
intention clear. 

Clause 19. — We consider it advisable to let the Provincial Government 
have some say in the appointment of unregistered dentists in aided institu- 
tions supported by public funds as in the Bengal Medical Act, 1914. 

Clauses 20 to 25 and the Schedule. — The alterations in these clauses 
are merely of a drafting nature. 

We recommend that the Bill as modified by the Select Committee be 
passed.

(1) Attempt is being made for the enactment of the present Bill into Act in con- 
sideration among others of the influx of a large innnher of foreign dentists and for 
the protection against unqualified ones. But in (•oiiij)ari8on with the population of 
the country the numher of the duly qualified dentists is as a homeopatlu(* dose. 1 am 
doubtful whether the time has yet come to (‘luict such a law for the safety and 
advantages of the public at large under such circumstances. Unqualified and foreign 
dentists should be no doubt discouraged, hut I fear tJie public would undergo more 
Imrdship and difficulty it it is made* now at this stage. I do not know of course, how 
the Goverament is justified in arriving at a decision to uiideitake such a legislation 
on the report (which is not before us) of the Enquiry Committee appointed for the 
purpose. 

(2) Secondly, I am not certain whether there is any need of passing such a Bill 
like the Bengal Dentists Bill, 1938, into an Acd. VJ’^hereas there is already the 
Bengal Medical Act, 1914.

for making provisions for ike. copying of documents by means 
of photography. 

WhbbBAS it is expedient to make better provision for 
the copying of documents for registration and for that pur- 
pose further to amend the Indian Registration Act, 1938 ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1 . This Act may be called the Indian Registration 
(Amendment) Act, 1938. 

2 . It shall come into force on such date as the Local 
Government may notify in the Official Gazette. 

3 . The Local Government may bring about the opera- 
tion of these sections in different districts at different times. 

4 . After Part X of the Indian Registration Act, 1908 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the following Part 
XI shall be inserted, namely : — 


PART XI A. ^ 

Of the copying of documents by means of photography, 

70A. This Part shall apply to those areas only in respect 
of which a notification is issued by the Local Government 
under section 70C. 

7(®. For the purposes of this Part “ Photo-Registrar ** 
means any person appointed by the Local Government to i 
perform the duties of Photo-Registrar under this Part. 

70C. (1) The Local Government may, by notification 
in the CdlciUta Gazette, direct that in any district or subdivi- 
sion specified in the notifications copies of documents ad- 
mitted to registration under this Act, shall be made by means 
of photography. 

(2) On the issue of such notification it shall be translated 
into Bengali and sliall be posted in a conspicuous place at 
the Registration offices affected by the notification.

There is no reason why Bengal should lag behind in the matter. The provisions 
of the Bill have, therefore, been adapted from the provisions of the Bombay Registra- 
tion (Amendment) Act of 1930 (Act XVII of 1930).

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tTATEMEMT OF AIMS AND OMiGli. 

The aim and object in introducing this important piece of legislation m to regidate 
the retail and wholesale prices of articles of merchandise in shops and to save mid(Ue 
class shopke^er from the evil effects of unhealthy and unresmcted competition in 
the trade. Unsteady prices and cut-throat methods of under-selling have driven many 
respectable and flourishing firms and persons out of the market and deprived^ many 
a self-respecting and honest citiaegs of their legitimate livelihood. 

Such legislation is as much necessary in the interests of the ordinary citiaen of 
the piovince as in that of the shopkeeper and the trader. Uncertain prices and higgl- 
ing mean time lost and tempers frayed, and this loss of time and pervous energy is 
u definite drain upon the economic resources of the community. * 

The provoking system of bargaining, dishonest and ambiguous nature of prices 
ruling in many shops often scare away genuine would-be buyers to the detriment of 
trade. It entails unnecessary strain on the distributive and allied workers in shops 
and very often results also in loss of trade and confidence of the buying public. These 
unbusiness-like methods in trade have also lowered an average shopkeeper in the 
estimation of foreign buyers and led them to form a low opinion of the Indian 
character. 

It is, therefore, imperative that the State should control the retail and wholesale 
prices of various commodities and manufactured articles by some sort of legislation 
to improve tin* present deplorable conditions prevailing in the general trade of the 
province. 

This piece of legislation is only the Si's! step in the direction of improving the 
retail and wholesale trade of our province. The fixation of prices in shops will increase 
and improve the general turn-over of business and thus contribute much to the pros- 
perity and happiness of our business people, particularly the middle-class. It will 
lestore public confidence and do away with the necessity of unhealthy and insensate 
competition, and by saving the time now lost in higgling, contribute to the economic 
improvement of the province.

Under the present provision of the law litigants aggrieved by a decie^qn of the 
Piesidency Small Cause Court Judge have a remedy by asking for a new trial by a 
Full Bench of the Small Cause Court and another by petition for revision by the High 
Court. In practice the first remedy is often illusory and involves waste of public 
money. The second is too expensive for an aggrieved but otherwise poor suitbr, in 
view of the fact that the revision petition is entertainable on the Original Side of the 
High Court where the cost is notoriously high. 

The present amendment is sought to abolish the present remedies and bring the law 
on the same footing as that provided by the Provincial Small Cause Court on^ the 
matter.

1. There is no provision in the Estates Partition Act for the |»artition of the 
lands of the revenue-me estates. The proprietors of the big revenue^nw ^tates; suffer 
much in realising rents and cesses from the common tenants as well iSiikin me payment 
of cesses. So there should be a provision for the partition of these eitates. 

2, Kent roll of the estate is not required to be filed with the application of those 
districts where the record-of-rights has been prepared. Generally it is not dane^ as 
the record-of-rights shows all the particulars. 

ri. In cases wliere the record-of-rights has b<jen prepared and finally published, 
the issue of notices upon the proprietors of the adjoining estates is not required, as 
the boundary of each village has been settled by the Settlement Authorities. Jt has 
been found in experience that after the Settlement Operatjpn^ there exists no 
boundary dispute lietween the proprietors of the adjoining estates and they never 
appear to dispute the possession of the estate under partition, moreover, it talces lots 
of time to serve the notices on the proprietors of the adjoining estates and it also 
increases the cost of the ejitate under partition. 

4. If the extracts supplied to the proprietors be not certified, they cannot be used • 
as evidence in any court of law and tlie proprietors have to take separate certified 
(iopies from the original. 

5. There is no provision in the whole Aid under which the Collector mn rectify 
any mistake or irregularity which may arise in a partition proceeding. 

The aim of this Bill is to remove these difficulties and for this purpose this Bill 
is introduced.

WuBBEAS it is consonant with justice that in every 
ease of sale of tenures for arrears the sale should be made 
more public ;

1. This Act may be called the Bengal Patni Taluks

It is enacted as ‘follows : — 

1 . This Bill shall be called the Bengal Land Alienation 
Bill of 1938.

2 . It shall extend to whole of Bengal and ahall apply 
to lands which come under the purview of the Bengal Ten- 
ancy Act, 1885. 

3. It shall come into force as soon as it is passed into 
an Act and receives the assent of the Governor. 


4 . In this Bill— 

(a) Bay ats and undor-rayats, proprietors and tenure- 

holders shall mean rayats and under-rayats, 
proprietors and tenure-holders as defined in the 
Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885. 

(b) Holding shall mean the interest of a rayat or under- 

rayat as defined in the Bengal Tenancy Act. 

(c) A non-agriculturist shall mean a person who is not 

a bona fide tiller of the soil and does not cultivate 
land with his own hand. 

(d) A Jotedar means a rayat having more than 100 

bighas rayati land. 


5. No rayat or under-rayat shall transfer any land of 
his holding to any proprietor, tenure-holder, Jotedar or 
non -agriculturist except under the following circumstances : — 

(а) When the proprietor or tenure-holder is a resident 

of the village and has not already got more than 
100 bighas in his Khas or Borga possession and 
the area proposed to be purohaaed will not make 
the total area after purchase in his possession 
or Borga possession more than 100 bighas. 

(б) When the proprietor, tenure-holder or Jotedar re- 

quires land for the purpose of homestead or Cutch- 
ery and no more than 5 acres is wanted for the 
purpose. 

(c) When a non -agriculturist requires land for purposes 
of homeste^ and area wanted is not more than 
5 acres. 

(6) When any enterprising man or firm requires land 
for agriculture or scientific methods or for any 
public purpose and the Collector of the district 
certifies as to the bona fides of the purchaser and 
recommends the sale. 

(e) When any enterprising man or firm requires land 
for establishment of factories, etc., and the area is 
not more than 50 bighas,

The Lagmlature before 1928 did not consider it proper to make the rayati lands transferable 
as they thought it would be against the interest of the real rayats who being illita*ate and 
improvident will quickly sell off their lands whenever faced with any financial difficulty. In 
1928 however the Legislature realised that in spite of no provision in the law about •transfer 
of rayati lands, occupancy holdings were being sold and purchased freely and owing to non- 
existence of the provision of transfer m the Act, the custom of paying Salami to the landlord for 
getting recognition of transfer had grown up. The Legislature thought it propiy to legalise the 
custom, though it was a pernicious custom and directly in contravention of articles l^^and 56 
of Regulation VIII of 1793, acoordiM to which the Salami was a new impeeition of the^ nature 
of an Abwab. The legalising of the &lami and fixing its rate prevented the abuse of powers by 
oppressive landlords but it did not prevent passing away of lands to the hand of non- 
agriculturist or accumulation of too large a quantity of lands in the hands of individual rayats. 
The Legislature having realised that Salami is an Abwab pure and simple and has fail^ to 
serve the so-called purposes of restricting transfer of lands to undesirame persons, have jui^t 
passed Bill abolishing Salami altogether. It has now become necessary to enact some law 
which might effectively restrict transfer of lands to non-agriculturists and accumulation of too 
large a quantity of land in the hand of individual rayats. Provision is therefore made in this 
Bill making transfer of land to non-agriculturists and rayats having already a large area in 
possession, iUegal except under special circumstances. The provisions of this Bill are far simpler 
than those of the Punjab Land Alienation Act and it is believed it will not throw much burden 
of additional work on the Revenue Officers of the Province. But at the same time care has been 
made to make the provisions effective by laying down that transfer against the provisions of 
this Act will stand cancelled if they are proved to be such at any time within 6 years of their 
execution.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The aim and object of this Bill is to put mne check on the lakhs of rupees that every 
year drain out of Bengal in connection with the businesa of horse-racing and at the same 
time to encourage race -horse- breeding to grow, as a regular industry in India, to give adequate 
facilities to Indians for taking up the profession of jockeys, to see a sub^ntial part of the 
huge income arising to these race-clubs is spent in charitable institutions meant for the Indians 
and lastly to protect the interest of the Indians, wherever possible, in every sphere of this 
business. * 

As matters obtaining now in Bengal, the business of horse-racing is so completely in the iron 
grij) of the non-Indian clubs that one might fairly suspect that these clubs are wielding an 
unholy monopoly in the trade to the prejudice and deti^ent of the interests bf the Ind^s. 
And as a matter of fact they spare no pains to push their own “ Ckwmtfy brand ” in any and 
every sj)hcre of the business. They give no encouragement whatsoever, to train up Indians as 
jockeyH. Although obliged by statutes to contribute some of their incomes to charities, these 
clubs, in fact, spend only a petty sum for the charities in which the Indians are concerned and 
the rest, which moans a long figure, goes to the charities in which Indians are not concerned.* 
Again at j)resent race-horses are invariably being imported into India every year from foreign 
(countries and the purchasers have no other choice but to pay heavily for them. This is possible 
only because there are no horses of Indian origin to compete with these imported animals. 
But if some encouragement is given by these clubs to these country-bred horses to grow uj) as 
race horses, there is still a good scope for the growth of a new industry in India, viz., race-horse- 
breeding. This is a very prospective business no doubt. In short these are the few grievances 
against the horse-racing business as prevailing in Bengal. And this Bill is drafted to remove 
them.

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tTATSMENT OF OBiEflTt AND REASONS. 

The main purpose of this Act Bill is to empower local bodies to regulate sale of liquor and 
intoxicating drugs within their respective jurisdictions and in case of urgency, to prohibit 
sale of liquor and intoxicating drugs, but it excludes sale of foreign liquor under the normal 
circumstances. The demand is m^est one while other provinces are foregoing ahead with 
big scheme of total prohibition, it is desirable that the powers should be tahen for tl^ local 
bc^y to restrict the number of licensed shops and to regulate the sale of liquor and intoxicating 
drugs. There is no two opinion in the country that the policy of gradual abolition if not total 
prohibition at a time should be followed for the best interest of the countiy. The Government 
of Bengal has already accepted this policy and has set up local Advisory Licensing Board here 
and there. Hence for these purposes but their workings are not satisfactory, hence theFOifces- 
sity of the proposed Bill. I appeal to every well-wisher of the country to extend his support 
to me in placing this Act on the Statute Book of Bengal at no distant date.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Food Adidteratiou Act of 1919 standH in need of amendment in the light of 
the a itered.scircum8taDoe8 in the wording of the Act as it stands now various loopholes have 
beeii detected. The unserupnlous sellorH taking advantage of these defective provisions of 
the^w adopt various devices to frustrate the purpose of the law. Some of the sellers sell 
large quantities of linseed oil as mustard oil to the ignorant and unsuspecting simple consumers. 

%me of them stock and sell adulterated mustard oil but dec'lare the same as mixed oil, 
not for human consumption hut for mac'hineries, soap- making, etc., but in reality they sell it 
for human consumption. Sometimes dealers previously convicted for selling or manufacturing 
adulterated food change the name.s of their firms to avoid punishment prescribed for second 
or subsequent qffence. 

’ • • 

Sometimes the wiiolf^sale dealers in food refuse to allow the examination of the food 
to be made or the taking of samples by the health staff on the ground that the keys of the godown 
are not with him. Some cunning dealers in milk declare their milk as mixed milk in order to 
avoid the penal provision of the law. In some cases dealers in food intentionally give fioti- 
* tious names to adulterated mustard oil, ghee, etc., stored by them fewr sale and refuse to give 
sample of the same for analysis on the false pleas that these articles are not notified articles. 
Sometime sellers of food give false names oven false fathers' names and addresses to avoid prose- 
cution. In spme cases the accused cannot l)e traced for want of correct names and addresses. 

Hence there is necessity f>f amending the Act in the proposed manner in order to make 
the Act elastic enough, so that no real ofiender c^tn esciajx^ the punishment prescribed by the 
law. There is no denying the fact that pure food is one of tlie most important factors in pro- 
ducing a healthy and wivilthy nation. Of recent the perwmtage of adulterated food has abnor- 
mally increased to the deterioration of the health of the j)eople. Instances are not wanting 
in which case even the members of a family died on taking adulteraterl food. The provincial 
Acts of some other provinces contain similar provisions as propomnl in this amendment.

Whereas it is expedient, as early as possible, * to* bring 
about the prohibition, except for medicinal, industrial, 
scientific, and such like purposes, of the production, manu- 
facture, possession, export, import, transport, purchase, sale 
and consumption of liquor in Bengal ; 

Whereas it is desirable to give effect to the above- 
mentioned policy by introducing it in certain areas in the said , 
province and utilizing the experience gained therein for 
extending it to the other areas thereof ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 


CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary. 

1. (1) This Act may be cited as the Bengal Prohibition 
Act, 1938. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) It shall come into force — 

(i) in the district of Noakhali with effect from Ist April, 

1939, and 

(ii) in any other local area in the province on such date 

as the Provincial Government may, from time to 
time, by notification, appoint. 

2. From the date on which the provisions of this Act 
come into force into any local area, the enactments mentioned 
in the Schedule shall cease to be in force in such area to the 
extent specified in the fourth column thereof: 

Provided that the Provincial Government may, by noti- 
fication, declare that the provisions of this Act shall cease 
to be in force in any local area on such date as may be sped- • 
fied in the notification and thereupon the enactments men- 
tioned in the Schedule with any subsequent statutory modi- 
fications thereof shall revive and come into force in such 
area on and from such date :

This Act may be called the Bengal Suppression of Immoral

1. In the preamble of the Bengal Suppression of Immoral 
Traffic Act, 1933, hereinafter to be called the said Act in the 
second line after the words “Suppression of the words 
“ brothels and shall be added. 

2 . In section 3 of the said Act regarding definition of 
brothel, in the fourth line after the word “prostitution 
the words “ for gain of any other persons ” shall be omitted. 

3 . After section 6 of the said Act the following clause 
shall be inserted as section 6A : — 

6A. (7) The Chief Executive Officer in case of the 

Calcutta Corporation or the Commissioners of any 
municipality in Bengal may at any time cause a 
notice to be served upon any person, who occupies 
or manages or acts or assists in the management 
of, or upon any women who resides in, uses or 
frequents any house, room or place in the city of 
Calcutta or in any municipal area of Bengal in 
which the business of a common prostitute is 
carried on, requiring such person or women after 
a date to be mentioned in the notice, which shall 
not be less than 16 days from the date of notice, 
not to reside in, use or JPrequont any street or place 
specified in the notice, or directing such person or 
women after a date to be mentioned and fixed as 
aforesaid to remove himself or herself to such 
place whether within or without the city of 
Calcutta or any municipal area of Bengal within • 
such time as the Chief Executive Officer in case 
of the Calcutta Corporation or the Commissioners 
of any municipality prescribe.

8TATEMJENT OF OMECTt AND REASONS. 

We are suppled to have been given a coxistitution which will lead us to psponsible 
Government. If the provinces have been ^iven Provincial Autonomy, that Autonomy 
implies the rights of aU citizens and specially of minorities to express their opinion 
freely and the recognition of their fundamental rights to freedom of person and 
jjroperty and the rigm to free Association. At present there exist in the Statute Book 
of this province laws as shown in the Schedule which are inconsistent with the funda- 
mental rights of citizens. Most ot the enactments embody provisions of temporary 
Ordinances which were issued by His Excellency the Governor General for dealing with 
the non-co-operation movement. They were never intended to be permanent measures 
but they have now been placed permanently in the Statute Book. The Be;igal Criljainal 
Law Amendment Acts have been used for iJurposes of detaining prisoners without tlial 
for indefinite periods without any charge and without the possiffility of a resoH to 
courts for writ of Habeas Corpus. They are special measures providing special 
procedure and methods of speedy Irial and with Special Magistrates, which may be 
suited to a country which is given over to military rule. Bengal is now in a perfectly 
normal condition. Even the recent great jute strike did not necessitate use of any 
of the provisions of the Bengal Public Security Act^or the other Acts in the Schedule. 
There is now no terrorism for the Suppression of the Terrorist Outrages Act to remain 
in the Statute Book. i 

To meet ail cases of violence and for the legitimate purposes of preventing dangers 
to human life or serious disturbance of public tranquillity, ordinary laws of the land 
are quite sufficient for the purpose. Moreover there are in the Statute Book some 
repressive laws framed and passed by the Indian Legislature applicable to whole of 
India, which unfortunately we cannot touch. 

For many years past, there has been strong agitation for repeal of various re- 
pressive laws an^ the issue was directly placed before the electorate by groups of 
political parties some of which have been returned to power and some of which have 
l>een retyrned as the largest single party in the Legislatures with mandate amongst 
other things for making strenuous attempts to tepeal the repressive laws., 

No extraordinary measure is now necessary. Executive should never be in posses- 
sion of more power than w^hat the situation demands. The enactments sought to he 
j epealed are all extraordinary measures which give^ extraordinary powers to the 
exe(‘utive. It is necessary that those measures should not be allowed to hand as 
“Deniocles Sword/^ over the beads of the people. The only way to remove the least 
suspicion that these measures might be used by Ihc executive to throttle the opposition 
in the country will be to remove them from the Statute Book. Parliamentary Govern- 
ment requires that the opposition should be able to criticize freely not merely inside 
but outside the Legislatures also, the Ministerial party in power and if possible to 
create disaffection against it and dislodge it from power. There should be a clear 
lecogiiition of the fundamental rights of the citizens to ordinary freedom of persons 
and freedom of association and freedom of expi’ession of public opinion where it does 
not come in conflict with the lives of the citizens or the tranquillity of the stale to 
preserve which the ordinary laws of the land give ample powers to the executive. 

It is high time, these laws ai'e removed from the Statute Book. 

Hence the measure.

iu i. Bengal Tenancy Act provides for an increase of rent where it oan bo proved 

tfiat been an increaae of area of a tenure or holding. Government have leaAOn 

to believe tnat the provisions of this section have been abused in the following manner. 
Settlement was made on a cubit, say, of 22 inches in the past. When the lecoid-of-rights was 
prepared the standard cubit of 18 inches was applied in measuring the land, there was an 
apparent, but not real, increase in the number of ^haa in a tenure or holding. With the 
numeading evidence it is often proved that in faet the standard of measurement 
which had been used at the time of the Settlement was«^an 18 inch cubit. In order to 
prevent this kind of fraud the present amendment of sectil^i 52(1) has been framed. It is not 
mtoimed that a landlord should l>e debarred fijpiu obtaining additional rent for additional area 
which m fact exists owing to gradual encroachfeient on his khcM khamar land or on neighbouring 
plotsl 

It will also not debar the (;a8e where additional area has been gained through alluvial action 
or the drying up of swampy ground contiguous to a tenure or holding. In either of these 
two latter cases a landlord may avail himself of the provisions of section 52 of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, 1885 although he is not bound to do so as it has been held in the Calcutta High 
Odurt that he is entitled to sue in the Courts imder general law of the land irrespective of the 
Bengal Tenancy Act for additional renIFin cases where it can be demonstrated t ^ t a particular 
area of land h^^s lieen added to the original tenure or holding. 

The Bill also provides that by application to the Courts tenants against whom suits were 
instituted under section 52 after the 27th of August 1937, (tiie date of publication of the Bengal 
Tenancy (Amendment) Bill, 1938] may, whether a decree has been passed or not, obtain a re- 
opening of the case in order that it may be decided under the provisions of section 62 as sought 
to be amended by the present Bill. This would naturally entitle both sides to amend their 
original pleadings if they desired, and to this end ruletiaaking powder is sought in order not to 
encumber the Act with small matters of procedural detail which will only be of temporary 
efrect.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Section 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Act (No. Ill of 1897) till Ist April, 1937 
(iiupowered the Governor General in Council, when he was satisfied that India or 
any part of it was threaleiu'd with an outbreak of any dangerous epidemic disease 
and the ordinary provisions of the law tor the time being in force were insufficient, 
to inak(* or require or empowco any person to take su(di measures and, by public notice, 
j)re8cribe such temporary I’egulations as he deemed ne<H»«8ary. This power was used 
in coiine(‘tion with the danger of epidemic following the Quetta Earthquake and 
laler in 193f) in connection with the danger of entry of Yellow Fever via aeroplanes 
to Karachi. 

2. As a result of adaptations necessary in view of the introduction of 
Goverimnmt of India Act, 1935, this power has been removed from the Goveriior 
General in Oouncil and located in the Provincial Government, for the province. 

3. The Indian Aircraft Act contains a provision empowering the Central 
(J()V(*rnmeiH <o make rules for the pi’evention of danger arising to public health by 
the introduction or spread of disease from aircraft and for the prevention of the 
conveyance of infection or contagion by aircraft. This rule-making po^ver, however, 
is subject to the condition of previous publication for three montns and, therefore, 
affords no remedy against an emergent danger requiring immediate action. 

4. The Central Government is left, therefore, with no power of emergent 
ii^giilation in a case in wdiich tlu* existence of suc|i j^ower is an important provision 
in the protection of India against the introduction of dangerous disease. The Bill 
seeks to remedy this by em|K)weriTig the Central Government to take* such specual 
measures as may be necessarv and to make temporary rules for a period not exceeding 
i\u ee months at any on<‘ time when there is danger of dangerous epidemic diseases 
being brought into India by aircraft.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Government of India (Adaptation of Indian Laws) Order, 1837 , has adapted the Indian 
Cotton Cess Act, 1923, in such a mannw as to cause it to extend to Bpar but has left the various 
references in the Act to Britiah India to be construed in the BAt cSf the adapted flefinition of 
British India * in the General Clauses Act, the effect of which is that ^Teferenoes to British 
India in a law made before the oommenoement of Part III of the Government of India Act, 1935, 
do not include Berar, It is proposed to amend the Act ineuch a manner as to cause the references 
therein to British India to emfeace Berar.

Whereas it is expedient to regulate polygamy in 
British India; It is liereby enacted as follows: — 

1. This Act shall be called the Polygamous Marriage 

Regulating Act, , 

It shall come into force on such date and in such 
provinces us the Governor General in C(»uncil may, 
by notification in the Gazette of India, appoint. 

The District Judge includes the High Court in its 
ordinary original jurisdiction. 

2 . It shall apply to all marriages celebrated in 
British India, and shall apply to all persons domiciled 
in British India. 
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3i (i) No one stall marry during the lifetime of 
his wife or during the subsistence of a valid legal 
marriage with her, except in cases mentioned in section 
4. 

(2) Anyone purporting to marry in contravention of 
the above sub-section shall be liable to an imprisonment 
of six months, and all such marriages shall be deemed 
to be void. 

4 . (^) A male may marry, if otherwise permitted 

under any law or custom for the time being in force, 
during the lifetime of his wife in case — ^ • 

(a) where she is permanently invalid; or 

(h) insane; or 

{(') she is suffering from an incurable or loathsome

(e) where the wife has left the protection of the

(2) A male before marrying under the above sub- 
section shall obtain permission from the District Judge 
of the district where the husband and wife have last 
resided together. 

(i) Any male applying for permission under 
section 4r{2) lo the District Judge, shall state clearly 
the reasons and the grounds of exemption enabling 
him to marry, and verify it in the manner prescribed 
in the Civil Procedure Code. 

{2) A copy of the petition shall be served personally , 
upon the wife, or if she is a minor, to such guardian 
for marriage under her personal law^ who could have 
given her away in marriage. 

(5) A copy of the petition shall also be served upon 
the Government Pleader of the district and the Advo- 
cate General who may, if he likes, appear and make 
his submissions to the Court. 

(4) The District Judge, after giving reasonable 
opportunity to the wife to appear and to oppose such 
applit^ation for permission, may, if he is satisfied that 
a proper case is made out by the husband, grant the 
necessary permission. Such certificate shall be con- 
clusive evidence of conditions enabling the applicant * 
to marry under section 4(i). 

(J) The decision of the District Judge shall be final 
and shall under no circumstances be revised by the 
High Court. 

(6) A register of such certificates given under section 
5(4) shall be kept permanently in the Court of the 
District Judge, and shall be open to inspection. 

(7) The Governor General in Council may, by noti- 
fication in the Gassette of India, exempt any class or 
classes from the operation of this Act. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to regulate (restrict) polygamy in British India. It is 
quite true that at the present moment the percentage of polygamous marriages is 
very small, but the very possibility that the husband can marry again during the 
lifetime of his wife without any reasonable and probable cause lowers the position 
of women in this country. In certain exceptional cases polygamy is permitted under 
this Bill but checks have been provided.

2 . Notwiihstanding any rule of Hindu Law, custom 
or statute, contrary to or inconsistent wuth the provi- 
sions ol this Act, th<* following sections shall apply.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Under the Hindu Law as it stands at present, a Hindu wife is entitled to succeed 
to her husband's property, if he is not a member of a joint family and dies without 
male issue. A Hindu daughter is also entitled under the present Hindu Law to, 
succeed to hei^ father’s property, if he dies leaving no son or wife and no other co- 
parcener with whom he was joint at the time of his death. A Hindu woman 
gets a share on partition between her sons or between her huslband and a son. The 
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law of the Madras School, however, dims not allot her a share on partition but allows 
only a provision to be made for her maintenance. The recent legislation has done 
some ^stice to a Hindu widow by improving her rights in her husband's property 
after iiis death. The property which a Hindu woman gets either by inheritance, 
succession or on partition, whether under the Hindu Law or under the re<*ent enact- 
ment, is, however, a limited interest w^hich, on her death, passes not to her heirs but 
t<j the heirs of her husband, however remote (and except a daughter under ihe 
Bi^bay fechool), whether the jiroperty is inherited by a wife, daughter or mother ot 
a Hindu, she can only enjoy the income of it but cannot dispose of the corpus, while 
a daughter s son and a remote male heir of the last full owner on his succeeding to the 
property becomes its full owner. 

•• • 

/ With a view,Jo. enlarge her restricted rights to property by section d of the Bill* 
is proposed that the property which a Hindu woman gets under the present law 
should Ibe her absolute projierty like tiiat of a male heir, instead of the limited interest 
v^hich the law gives her now. It will thus be seen that this section only enlarges the 
nature of the interest which she possesses under the existing law. 

Section 4 of the Bill seeks to define the order of succession to such absolute estate 
which Hindu woman would acquire under section d. 

The proposed order of suc^cession is more equitable and simpler to work than the 
complicated order of succession to Stndhana property, whi(‘h makes a distinction 
between unmarried and married daughters and unprovided and provided daughters. 
On the whole it is in consonance wiiii Hindu ideas and sentiments of devolution ol 
property among members of the same family. 

Sections 5 and 6 of the Bill do not in any way change the existing law emlK)died 
in section of the Hindu Women's Bights to Jhoperty Act. Although the Act has 
been amended, it still requires some verbal modifications. With this obje(*i, section 
d of the Act has been recast to remove (‘ertain umlnguities arising from the expression 
“Same ‘share as a son” at the end of section (/). 

In several systems of law in Kuropean countries also, the rights of women in 
property at one time were restricted, whi(‘h, howev(*r, have been subsequently enlarged 
f egiskition . In view of tlu* modern conditions of life, it is but iusi and e(|uitable 
ttat Hie rights of Hindu women to property should l»e similarly enlarged by convert- 
ing their limited interest into absolute ownership.

{ii) It extends to the whole of British India and 
shall come into force on such date as it receives the 
assent of the Governor General. 

Notwithstanding any rule of Hindu Law or 
custom to the contrary, a marriage contracted by a 
Hindu after the commencement of this Act with 
another woman in the life-time of his wife shall be 
void, and the provisions of secdions 494 and 495 of the 
Indian Penal Code shall apply to such marriage : 

Provided that this section shall not apply to a 
marriage contracted by a Hindu, after dissolution, 
where permissible by law, of his marriage with his 
former wife has been granted by competent authority 
or the marriage has been otherwise validly dissolved, 
where, by law or custom, a dissolution of marriage is 
permissible.

Although polygamy has been looked upon with disfavour by Hindu jurists and 
society, the Hindu Law does not prevent male persons from marrying any number 
of wives, irrespective of their having one or more wives alive. Flagrant cases of the 
abuse of this liberty given to men under the Hindu Ijaw have come to light during 
recent years. In order to prevent the growth of such an evil, it is desii^tlble to restrain 
polygamous marriages among Hindus Ly law.

The Coifgress which is for all intent and nuriioses n Hindu Isuly and is admin ister- 
inc irood many provinces, has also some such ideals as are against the interest id certain 
clLfes in certain provinces. Under the present condition of this country it ^s very 
dangerous and unjust to give such a weapon as sections i24A arid IMA in their present 
form in the hands of anv community or class in power w-liich iiiay be used as^ a miuins 
of oppression of other liommunity or classes, and therefore i is iiecessurv to amend 
the two sections in such a manner as to avoid any danger of misuse witli a view to 
oppress others.

Whereas doubts, diflSculties and confusion have arisen relating to the maintain- 
ahility of an a])peal from an ‘‘Order’’ under the Letters Patent of the various High 
(\)nrts in India on account of numerous apparently conflicting decisions. 

The word “Judgment” used in the T/etters Patent of the High Courts is responsible 
for such conflicting decisions. 

It has become necessar\^ to set at rest such diversity of judicial opinion prevailing 
in various Iligli Courts in India and the aim of this Bill is to remove such diversity 
so fai’ as practicable. 

1'he pr(>pos(‘d amendment in sub-section O’) has been made on the basis of tlu' 
observation of the Judi(u'al Committee reported in I. L. R. 9 Calcutta 482, viz., “they 
are unable to agree with the Chief Justice that if a Judge of a High Cojxrt makes an 
order on a misap])rehension of the extent of his jurisdiction', the High Court have no 
power, by appeal or otherwise, in setting right such a miscarriage of justice” per 
Sir Robert Collier. One of the High Courts has lately doubted whether the observation 
of the Jiidi(!ial Committee still applies as appeals from orders are now solely governed 
by the Civil Procedure Code. 

The words in the same sub-clause, “which a Court was incompetent to make” 

haw been taken literally from the decision of the Judicial Committee reported in 
30 C. W. N. 459 and 462 in order to emphasise the same position and to bring into 
harmony the position in respect of appeals from orders to the High Court with appeals 
to H is Majesty in Council, there being slight difference between the wordings of the 
two clauses of the Letters Patent. 

The other provision, viz., sub-clause (k) of this Bill, has been adopted with a 
view to give legislative sanction to an old Calcutta decision which has been followed 
ever since 1872 by the majority of the High Courts in India until some recent decisions 
to the contrary.

The Twenty-third Session of the International Labour Conference adopted a 
Convention in which a special Artic^le for India was inserted, fixing the minimum 
age at which children may be employed or may work in the transpoi-t of passengers, 
goods or mails by rail, or in the handling of goods at docks, wharves, or quays, at 
13 years. This Bill prdVides for prohibiting the employment of children under 15 
in occupations connected with the transport of goods, passengers or mails on railways, 
and for raising the minimum age for handling goods in docks from 12, the age fixed 
by section 6 (M) of the Indian Ports Act, 1908, to 14, the age recommended by the 
Royal Commission on Labour. A simple procedure enabling employers to safeguard 
themselves against transgressions of the Act by furnishing themselves with, or requiring 
candidates for employment to possess, ceHificates of age, is provided in the Bill.

Jhe Soindia Steam Navigation C6mpany, Limited, have recently i^istituted a 
Provident Fund scheme for the benefit of their staff ^oat. Briefly, the Fuad is % 
be financed partly by contributions payable by all eligih^ members of the staff by 
deduction at a fixed percentage (8 1/8 per cent.) from their monthly wages and partly 
by a contribution by the employers of an amount equal to the annual aggregate 
contributions of all the members. In pursuance oi this scheme, the Scindia SWam 
Navigation Company have proposed the insertion in the Articles of Agreement of the . 
staff of a clause to provide for the neceiisary deduction to be made from their wages, 
which in the case of an agreement with a ^seaman’ defined in section 2 {1) (S) of the 
Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1023 (XXI of, 1923), requires the sahction olP<i^e 
Central WoVernment under section 28 (I) of that" Act. . ^ 

2. The "British National Maritime Board have also recently brought into opera- 
tion a contributory pension scheme for offic/ers in the Merchant Navy which i% to be 
financed similarly by contributions equal io a prescribed percentage (7^ per cent.) * 
of the officers’ salaries, an equal amount being payalje by their employers. As^thC 
officers’ contributions are to be deducted from their salaries, the British India Sl^m 
Navigation Company, Limited, have also requested sanction to the inclusion of an 
additional stipulation similar to the one proposed by the ^india Sthiam '^^Navigation 
Company in ^1 Articles of Agreement with seamen engaged t>y them. 

3. Section 62 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923y however provides 
itUer alia that an assignment of his wages, before they accrue, made by a qpiMnan 
shall not be binding upon him, and unless this section is modified suitably assignihents 
to a Pension or Provident Fund will not be in accordance with. Jhe law, and the 
Central Government cannot accord the requisite sanction to the inclusion of the 
proposed clause in the Articles of Agreement. A provision similar to that in section 
62 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923, also existed in section 163 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894 (57 & 58 Viet., c. 60), which was amended last year by 
an Act of Parliament [The Merchant Shipping (Superannuatibn Contributions) Act, 
1937] to legalise the payment of contributions by seamen out of their wages to the 
Mercnant Navy Officers Pension Fund and certain other specified Funds. It is accord- 
ingly proposed to amend section 62 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923, on th^ 
lines of thip amendment made in the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, and Jhe present 
Bill is intended to give effect to this proposal.
